RE: Utility Articles for Next Conference

The following Final Article A and Preliminary Article A are submitted to each of you to
acquaint you with the tariffs eligible for action or acceptance on or after April 11, 2007.
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“A” Final

The following miscellaneous item(s) will be eligible for final consideration at the next Commission
Conference and based upon review by staff members of the Commission, I recommend approval.

1. Westfield Gas Corporation (d/b/a Citizens Gas of Westfield)

The Utility proposes to establish the following tariff additions: 1) School Transportation Service;
2) School Pooling Service; and 3) Balancing Provisions — Appendix D. These additions will
make transportation service available to any public school corporation (K through 12) facility or
multiple public school corporations acting as a group. Summary billing will also be provided to
allow each school corporation to receive one bill for all facilities under this new rate.

Customers under this rate will purchase gas supply and pipeline capacity from a supplier other
than the Utility. The proposed rate schedule requires:

a. The School Transportation Customer to become a member of a Supplier Pool with an
approved 3" Party Supplier;

b. The customer to enter into a Gas Delivery Service Agreement with the Utility that
designates its selected 3" Party Supplier from a list of approved 3™ Party Suppliers
that have signed a 3™ Party Supplier Application with the Utility.

Rates and Charges

Customer Charge: $5.25 per meter per month
Delivery Charge:

First 120 therms per month $0.2826 per therm

Next 380 therms per month $0.1901 per therm

Over 500 therms per month $0.1775 per therm

The above rates and charges are identical to the Utility’s current Commercial Service when the
base cost of gas is subtracted.

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The following new miscellaneous item has been reviewed by staff members of the Commission
and we recommend accepting it for filing.

1. Carmel Municipal Water Utility

The City of Carmel Municipal Water Utility proposes to change its current Meter Installation
Fee, Irrigation System Permit Fee, Tapping Fees, Large and Small Hydrant Meter Deposit Fees,
Reconnection Following Disconnection for Non-Payment Fee and Returned Check Fee. In
addition the utility proposes new fees for Large Hydrant Meter Daily Rental, Small Hydrant
Daily Rental, Application Fee and Subsequent Trip Fees. The Utility is also canceling the
currently approved non-recurring fees for Rates for Jumpers, Installation Charge for Jumpers,
Remote Register Charge and Water Meter Pit Inspection. The Utility has not updated its current
fees for labor, material and associated equipment costs since 1993. Cost support has been
provided. The various changes to existing charges and the new charges are shown in the
